and brought forth criticisms of tile 
newspaper man when lie was In an ed­ 
itorial position or correspondent. 
And yet it often happens that neither 
the muckraker nor editorial critic and 
rarely a 
Washington correspondent 
says as bitter things about tin* senate 
as some of the senators. 
An example 
ut' this happened not long ago during 
the consideration of one of the trust 
bills. 
It was Senator Jones of Wash 
ington who made the criticism. 


A Vacant Senate. 
“What the people who have looked 
down upon us from tho galleries dur­ 
ing the last few weeks have thought 
of our deliberations I shall not pretend 
to say,” said the Washington senator.

Acknowledging the receipt of a sug 
ge.stion to sw ell tile Red Cross fund 
for the w ar’s wounded, m ade by an 
i editor of the American Press A ssocia­ 
tion, Robert W. D e Forest, vice presi­ 
dent of the Am erican Red Cross so­ 
ciety, says the plan proposed has been 
j subm itted to M iss Mabel T. Boardman, 
I chairm an of the executive com m ittee 
of the organization. 
T he Red Cross 
society recently sent a vessel carrying 
surgeons and nurses besides a com ­ 
plete hospital equipm ent to m inister to 
tho wounded in the great armed con- 
! filet irrespective o f nation. The money 
necessary to perform tlds great service 
to hum anity w as forthcom ing from 
public subscription. 
The idea w hich has been proposed 
t# Increase tills fund is to sell to man­ 
ufacturers in the United States Red 
Cross stam ps bearing a red cross and 
the popular trade slogan, "Made In 
America," these stam ps to be affixed 
to ail American made retail merchan­ 
dise shipped by mail or parcel post or 
sold over the counter to the purchaser, 
who carries the goods home. 
As has been pointed out to Mr. De 
Forest, such a movement, if inaiigii 
rated and made nation wide in scope, 
is certain to meet with enthusiastic 
response. 
It would serve a twofold 
purpose. First, it would give merchan­ 
dise of American make w ide advertis­ 
ing, and, second, it would yield a large 
revenue to the Red Cross fund used 
for the humane purpose of keeping 
down tile awfu! toll death levies from 
wounds sustained on the battlefield. 
Tire success of tile Red Cross Christ­

A cknow ledging the receipt of a sug­ 
gestion to sw ell Hie Red Cross fund 
for the w ar’s wounded, made by nu 
editor of the American Press A ssocia­ 
tion, Robert W. D e Forest, vice presl 
dent of the American Red Cross so 
ciety, says the plan proposed has been 
} subm itted to M iss Mabel T. Boardman, 
I chairman o f the executive com m ittee 
of the organization. 
T he Red Cross 
society recently sent ti vessel carrying 
1 surgeons ami nurses besides a com 
plete hospital equipm ent to m inister to 
the wounded in the great armed con 
filet irrespective o f nation. The money 
necessary to perform tills great service 
to hum anity 
w as 
forthcom ing from 
public subscription. 
The Idea which has been proposed 
ta increase this fund is to sell to man 
ufacturers in the United States Red 
Cross stam ps inuring a red cross and 
the popular trade slogan, "Made In 
America,” these stam ps to be affixed 
to all American made retail merchan­ 
dise shipped by mail or parcel post or 
sold over the counter to the purchaser, 
who carries the goods home. 
As lias been pointed out to Mr. De 
Forest, such a movement, if ilia ugli 
rated and m ade nation w ide in scope, 
is certain to m eet with enthusiastic 
response. 
It would serve a twofold 
purpose. 
First, it would giv e merchan­ 
dise of American make w ide advertis­ 
ing, and, second, it would yield a large 
revenue to the Red Cross fund used 
for the humane purpose of keeping 
down the aw ful toll death levies from 
wounds sustained on tin* battlefield.
